At Swatow, trade was, compared 
with the other ports, fairly satisfactory ; 
but this, as we have before had occasion 
to point ont, directly results from the 
fact that, by one of the inscrutable 
operations of Chinese finance, exactions 
thereon were on a lower scale than 
elsewhere in the South, and that, in con- 
sequence, Swatow competes successfully 
with Canton, Amoy, and Foochow. 

At Canton, an ingenious report from 
Mr. Kleinwachter tries to make the 
vase of that apparently hopeless port 

» better than a careful examination will 
show it to be. The Chinese Govern- 
ment, with the acquiescence, or at all 
events without the opposition, of the 
British authorities, has been endeavour- 
ing to establish a monstrous monopoly. 
The consequence is, that year after 
year, tho trade of the port falls off, 
while the revenues of the province are 
being squandered to prevent trade ab 
other points. Even from a Chinese 
official point of view, Mr. Kleinwachter’s 
report should show the impolicy of 
their present action. It was intended 
to force all trade to enter at Canton, 
in order to ruin Hongkong and Macao. 
The result has been, indeed, to injure 
the latter; but Canton, instead of being 
advantaged by the monopoly forced 
upon it, declines in importance every 
day. Trade is of too gentle a nature 
to stand the rude blows aimed at it in 
Cantonese waters. 

If, in our review of these Reports, we 
have had much occasion to express 
our dissatisfaction with the Chinese 
Government, and the inertness of 
British officials, we have found our 
reasoning more than borne out by the 
deliberate statements of those whose 
official position gave them every means 
of information, It is not from want 
of knowledge of the effects that, year by 
year, trade is being fettered and treaty 
stipulations are infringed one after 
the other. On the contrary, it is plain 
that this is done with malice prepense ; 
and we cannot too strongly deprecate 
the action of the British officials, such, 
for instance, as our Consul at Canton, 
who have allowed themselves to be put 
forward as the protectors of a system 
ruinous to the interests of all concerned, 
be they British merchants or simple 
Chinese dealers.

‘At the Lord Mayor's banquet, Mr. Disraeli 
said that war with China was lately immi 
nent, but had been averted. England desires 
to strengthen the Chinese Government. He 
regrets that affairs in ‘Turkey were les 
factory and circumstances are critical, but 
felt convinced that a result will be attained 
consistent with peace and satisfactory to the 
public opinion. He was deeply conscious of 
‘the magnitude of England’s interests, which 
he was resolved to guard, He alluded to the 
enthusiastic reception of the Prince of Wales 
in India, and expected the visit would be pro- 
ductive of great consequences.

A meoting of subscribers to the Mar- 
gary Memorial Fund is called for Monday 
next, at the rooms of the Asiatic Society. 
We understand that the amount collected 
in Shanghai and at the outporls has 
roxched §750, and the subscribers will 
now be asked to decide what form the 
memorial shall take, and to apppoint a 
Committee to carry out their wishes. 
Mr. Mowat, who is now in charge of 
the Fund, me that he will lay 
before the meeting any suggestions from 
subscribers who may be prevented from 
offering thom orally at the meeting. 

At their meeting on the 26th October, 
the French Municipal Council authorised 
the execution of the most indispensable 
repairs to the Sikaway road, pending 
general macademising which will be done 
after the rainy season.—Recognising the 
inconvenience of the strest market in the 
neighborhood of Honan Road bridge, the 
Council accepts iu principle the project of 
bnilding @ covered market on the Place 
de Administration.—The question of the 
width to be given ‘the Yang-king-pang 
Bund and to that fragrant stream itself, 
was discussed, and the Surveyor was 
quested to draw « plan of the properties 
adjcining the creek, in order to give the 
Council an idea of the probable cost of 
widening it to either 40 or 45 feet as 
sugyested. ‘The Council purpose bund- 
ing between bridges Nos. 6 and 6 (Shan- 
tung and Fobkien roads); and have paid 
over to the English Municipality their 
share (Tis, 200) of the cost of repairing the 
Bund bridge.—A strip of land needed to 
widen the Rue du Moulin is to be bought 
from M. Baron at a value to be fixed 
by arbitration.—The Council remark that 
the old arrangement for halving the 
proceeds of the wheelbarrow tax, which 
the English Council refused to continue, 
is justified by comparison of the average 
of licenses delivered by the French 
Council before and after the application 
of the new system of separate licenses. 
Formerly, about 1,200 wheelbarrows 
monthly took out licenses from the French 
Municipality ; while between the Ist and 
22nd October nearly 3,000 cards were 
delivered. But we hardly see the force of 
this argument. What the English Council 






























































I contended for was the right to two-thirds 


of the total proceeds of the wheelbarrow 
tax ; and as they have licensed 3,229 bar- 
rows at 200 cash, against the French 
Couneil’s 3,000 at 100 cash, they appear to 
have gained their object.—Tls, 150 were 
allotted for planting trees on the public 
roads, 

Tho subject of Dues on Merchandize 
came up for discussion at the last meeting 
of the Municipal Conneil; and it was 
announced that Mr, Medlurathad promised 
to press the matter with the Taotai, It 
has a sufficiently importont bearing on the 
‘Municipal revenue, to claim serious atten- 
tion.—It is satisfactory to find that a line 
for the extension of Markham road to 
Jessfield has been arranged,—Estimates 
are to bo obtained of the cost of cleaning 
the Yang-king-pang creek.—Abore all, wo 
are glad to seo that an effort is to be made 
to have the Opium Hulks removed. 

‘We lenrn that Dr, Yates has succeeded 
in obtaining a line for Seward road, by 
which a certain row of houses and a large 
grave may be avoided, With a little 
prompt action, the rond could be laid out, 
and rendered serviceable in a short time, 
as the funds have long since been appro- 
priated. In view of the preparations 
being made to conduct a sewer in 
lower Broadway, it seems to be an op- 
portune moment to open the new road, 
The peoyle are ready to be dealt with in 
respect of their lands and houses, and a 
delay of a few days now may cause another 
year to be lost, and fresh difficulties to 
appear. How carriages are to get past 
any drainage work below the Hongkew 
bridge seems problematical, as the atreot 
is 40 feet wide between shop fronts, and 
there is no street running parallel to 
Broadway below the Creek. We are a 
sured that in two or three weeks at the 
most, a bridge could be finished at the 
Canton garden, Then, the road being 
graded, it could well last until the spring 
rains begin, without ballast. We hope 
that the Council will view the matter in 
this light, and give us a meaus of reaching 
the Yangtzepoo road during tho sewerage 
of lower Broadway. 

A curious caso, “Municipal Council », 
Sewjee,” ns come before the Mixed 
Court, The Council prosecuted the d 
fendant for Jetting a carringe for hire 
the .limits of the Settlement, 
without being licensed to doa, He had 
ex; ressed his willingness to take out o 
e in future, but being under an 
agreement with, his landlord, Mr. E. J. 
Hogg, not to pay any Municipal tex, he 
could not carry his willingness into effect, 
and the onse therefore came into Court, 
Mr. Penfold conducted the case for the 
prosecution, and by permission of the 
Court, Mr. Hogg appeared for the de- 
fendant, counsel not being allowed to 
plead in criminal cases in the Mixed Court, 
The facts were very simple on the part of 
the prosecution, A carriage was hired 
from the Horse Bazaar, to be sent toa 
house in the Honan road. ° It was sent 
there, used for a jnunt to the Point and 
back, and, on being discharged, the fee, $4, 
was paid to the mafoo in the Honan road. 
It was therefore contended that this was 
hiring within the limits of the Settlement, 
and that it came within the meaning of 
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the 34th Municipal bye-law.—Mr. Hogg 
endeavoured to shew that Sewjeo’s pre- 
mises being outside the boundary of the 
Settlement, the Council possessed no 








power to compel him to take out. license ; 
that the hiring was done, not in the 
that it 


Settlement, but in Sewjee’s yard 
immaterial where the car 
afterwards taken by the parties hiring it ; 
and that the prosecution hed put a wrong 
interpretation on tho bye-law in regard to 
this-case, Mr, Hogg also urged several 
extraneous points, all of which he sub- 
mitted in writing.

At the Mixed Court Friday, a some- 
what curious incident was brought to light, 
consequence of Hsieh, the Chinese Ma- 
gistrate, asking if it was true that a police- 
man had géne into the Gutzlaff Hospital, 
and ill-trented a native patient there, ‘The 
question appeared to take everybody by 
surprise for a moment, no one knowing 
anything of such an occurrence ; but at 
Jongth it was remembered that some time 
go, © mandarin, said to be a chehsien 
from some place just beyond Soochow, 
while crossing one of the roads in this 
Settlement, where he was visiting, was 
Knocked down by the fast-going trap of a 
busy broker, and slightly cut on the fore- 
head.

The Court 
find that the steamer was lost through the 
negligent and reckless navigation of the 
master,—Tho chief officer is consured for 
not having kept a look-out by day as well as 
by night, and for not having had a hand at 
the lead in such close proximity to land, 
Further information concerning the posi- 
tion of the wreck of the steamer Glengyle 
was received Tuesday, by Messrs. Butter- 
field & Swire. The finding of the Naval 
Court had been given, but the later infor- 
mation caused a rider to be appended to 
the first finding, censuring the first aud 
second officers as to theirevidenceregurding 
the distance from the land at the time of 
tril . 

It is suid that among those drowned with 
the Glengyle, was a rich mandarin, who i 
supposed to have had with him a quantity 
of very valuable property; which his 
friends purpose making effurts to recover. 

‘Wo learn that the wreck of the Glengyle 
has been sold for $900, and her cargo for 
$1,220. The wreck of the barque Sally 
has also been sold for $2,800, aud the cargo 
for $8,715. 

‘A correspondent revives a proposal

Our Kroxrane correspondent writes :—

We are told that a traveller from Yox- 
NaN, who has lately pussed through the 
Northern ports en route for Tientain, 
says the Governor of Yunnan has » large 
force in readiness, with which he intends 
to hold his own, oven against Peking if 
necessary ; and that he apprehends con- 
siderable danger to the present mission. 

A private letter from Forsosa men- 
tions a very creditable step on the part 
of the Chinese authorities at this port, 
towards establishing » salvage ayatem to 
check mualpracticn in wrecking, Chinese 
who save things from a wreck are to bring 
them to the local mandarin, who will 
estimate their value, and pay him oni 
third asealvage. The rule is, we believe, 
as yet only formally applicable to German 
vessels, having been based upon a com- 
munication from Dr, Krauel, the North- 
German Consul at Amoy ; and there may 
be some practical or even legal difficul 
in the way of ilsextension. But it isa step 
in the right direction, which we are glad 
to recognise. 

Referring to the failure of Messrs, Rus- 
sell and Sturgis, the Daily Press says :— 
‘That firm has suspended payment, and the 
gross liabilities will be large, On the fact 
becoming known in Manr.a, a regular panic 
ensued. This state of things lasted for

‘THE MILITARY POWER OF CHINA. 


We are glad to see the Pall Mall 
Gazette estimates the military power of 
China more accurately than some other 
English papers. It opines that the 
“Western levies are no more fit to 
attempt a difficult conquest in Central 
Asia than to march to Moscow,” and 
that their military prowess has been 
greatly over-cstimated from their victory 
in Yunnan, whereas it should be re- 
membered that this was won over 
troops of the same calibre as them- 
selves. “China is, in fact, not yet a 
military power at all, any more than 
she is a naval one; despite her pur- 
chases of gunboats she cannot navigate 
without Foreign aid. Her real power 
for fighting lies in the undeveloped 
“future, and in the influence Foreigners 
less particular or more ambitious than 
Gordon may gain in her administra. 
tion, While the native party keeps 
this in their own hands, there is little 
cause for anxiety if a quarrel be forced 
on us.” This is precisely true. Badly 
officered, badly armed, and half-drilled, 
the Chinese troops are little more 
formidable than they were in the 
campaign of Tientsin. Their generals 
ave no more capable of handling an 
army in the field against a European 
force, than the ex-pilots in command of 
their gun-boats are of taking these 
across the Pacific to San Francisco. 
So far from there being any cause for 
anxiety about a war, the feeling among 
Foreigners here, when that contingency 
seemed likely, was almost of pity for 
the feebleness of their adversaries. 
Tho gun-boats, which have cost so 
much ill-spent money, would have 
dropped like ripe pears into tho 
hands of the first English war-ship 
that came nigh them, The Arsenals 
which have been turning ont weapons 
with a perseverance worthy of the 
Danaides and with about the same 
apparent result—for no one seems to 
Know where the new arms go— 
would have Iain at the mercy of 
our navy; and people almost ques- 
tioned whether it would not be a 
shame to make prizes of the C. M.S. 
Co.'s steamers, in face of such utter 
helplessness. Behind the fortifications 
that have been erected on the Peiho, 
the Chinese might have opposed a con- 
siderable resistance. ‘Though the sub- 
lime incapacity of their officers would 
render them useless in the open field, 
they might make some use of their 
new weapons from behind earthworks, 
which would have either to be taken 
or blockaded by an army advancing on 
Peking., But Li's army in Chibli is 
the only one on the sea-board at all 
considerable, even for defence; and the 
Yangtsze lies open, As we have before 
remarked, the forts lately erected there 
are pitiable. The question how many 
cities our troops should occupy, or how 
much territory we should march over, 
would be simply one of numbers and 








activity. That of fighting power might 
be almost left ont. 

‘What is more interesting, is the 
potential development of fighting 
power that lies hid in the fature. China 
possesses such immense resources in 
numbers, that if sheshowed any capacity 
for military organisation, we might 
anticipate a day when she would be- 
come very formidable. Taking the 
standard of European armaments pro- 
portionately to population, she would 
be able to put at least five millions of 
men in the field. But she has not 
yet given token of the energy neces- 
sary to carry such an enterprise through 
its first stage of simple recruitment. 
This would be done chiefly on paper, 
and the officers would pocket their 
soldiers’ pay, even if her finances would 
permit the appropriation of the im- 
mense sums needed. But the national 
treasury is empty; and no symptom 
is yet shown of a will to develope 
the latent resources of the country, 
which would eventually enrich it. The 
mineral wealth is bottled up; commer- 
cial prosperity is choked and kept 
down by taxes so heavy as to stand in 
the way of their own productiveness, 
But even assuming the recruits, the 
money, and the officers’ honesty, our 
experience of the Chinese suggests a 
remarkable absence from their char- 
acter of the qualifications necessary to 
make efficient leaders. We will not ask 
where is the Chinese von Moltke who 
is to direct 5,000,000 or even 500,000 
men in the field; the subordinate 
officers.are as incapable as their chiefs, 
and soldiers without ‘officers are little 
better than a rabble. 

Another important obstacle to mili- 
tary reform, is the provincial system, 
which secludes the troops of each pro- 
vince within that province, and prevents 
all unification aud assimilation of the 
military system. We believe indeed 
this inconvenience -is forcibly appre- 
ciated by the two leading Chinese in 
the Empire, Li and Tso, who are said 
to have Inid aside their old jealousies 
and to be united in pressing for the 
unification and centralisation of the 
military system as essential to the 
strength of the country. Their way, 
however, is by no means smooth. There 
is the jealousy of the proviucial man- 
darins, who shun letting go their own 
power; there is the idea at Peking that 
centralisation means centralisation in the 
hands of Li, whose power already over- 
shadows that of the throne; there is 
the Tory obstinacy which always op- 
poses any reform, and which exists in 
its most intense form in the mind 
of the Chinese literate, It has 
indeed been whispered that so strongly 
is Li impressed with the wisdom 
of the measure, and so difficult 
does he find its execution, that he 
would almost welcome a small war 
which would help him to sweep away 
the opposition, It is interesting to 
know that the need for centralisation 
has suggested itself to these great 
mandarins ; but we repeat our belief 








that, no more than a silk puzse can 
be made out of a sow’s ear, can an 
efficient and well-organised army bo 
made out of the present generation of 
Chinamen. The obstacles both phy- 
sical, pecuniary and circumstantial, 
are such as only long and gradual 
development, training and education 
can overcome. Chinese sent to Europe 
as boys, might possibly be made 
smart officers after a sufficiently long 
residence to overcome the slovenly 
spirit which characterises their country- 
men, and imbue them with some of the 
energy of their new associates. But 
would they, relatively few as they must 
necessarily be, be able to leaven the mass 
of their fellow-soldiers ? would they not 
rather relapse, when exposed to the con- 
tagion of slovenliness, incompetency, 
and peculation, on their return ?

From a perusal of recent numbers of 
the Straits Times, we are able to get 
some idea of what has been lately going 
on at Perak, and the probable origin of 
the present trouble, As the name is not 
a familiar one, we may remark at tho 
outset that Perak is a territory on the 
Malayan peninsula, stretching between 
Salangore on the South and Province 
Wellesley (opposite Penang) on the 
North—that is, roughly, between the 
third and fifth parallels of latitude. It 
is, or was, an independent Malay state, 
and a hotbed of piracy until Sir Andrew 
Clarke, the late Governor of the Straits, 
imposed order by a very considerable 
exercise of pressure, at the beginning 
of 1874, An engagement was then 
entered into at Pulo Pankore between 
certain Chiefs of Perak among them- 
selves, and with the then Governor of 
the Colony on bebalf of the British 
Government, under which a British 
officer was appointed Resident at 
Perak, with the understanding that he 
was to exercise considerable influence on 
the Government. We cannot do better 
than give a precis of the proclamation 
in which this arrangement was an- 
nounced, in order to explain the circum. 
stances which led to our interference. 
After reciting that a state of anarchy 
then existed in the Kingdom of Perak, 
owing to the want of settled Govern. 
ment in that country, and the non- 
existence of any efficient power for the 
protection of the people and for securing 
to them the fruits of their industry; 
the document went on to say that largo 
nombers of Chinese were employed, and 
large sums of money invested in tine 
mining in Perak, by British subjects 
and others residing in Her Britannic 
Majesty’s possessions, and that the said 
mines and property, were not adequate- 
ly protected ; that piracy, murder, and 
arson were rife in the country, 
whereby British trade and interest 
greatly suffered, and the peace and 
good order of the neighbouring British 
Settlements were sometimes menaced. 
And after farther stating that certain 
Chiefs of the said Kingdom of Perak had 
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stated their inability to cope with their 
difficulties, and together with those 
interested in the industry of the country 
had requested assistance ; and that Her 
Majesty's Government was bound by 
treaty stipulations to protect the said 
Kingdom and assist its Rulers—certain 
Artioles of arrangement were enoune- 
ed, with a view of establishing order 
and good Government in the country. 
For a time the Chiefs showed an in- 
clination to respect their engagements ; 
bunt latterly,’ whether from disinclina- 
tion or inability to restrain their sub- 
jects, renewed troubles have been 
experienced; and in a proclamation 
dated the 15th October last, Sir Wil- 
Tiam Jervois, the present Governor of 
the Straits, practically assumed the 
government of the country. The 
wording of the proclamation itself will 
best explain the circumstances and the

‘The new arrangement is thus stated 
to have been made with the assent of 
the Sulten; and the British Officers 
appointed to carry on the adminis- 
tration are to be aided by a Malay 
Council. But practically it of course 
reduces the Sultan to a dependant, 
and constitutes Perak very nearly 
a British colony. In pursuance of 
this arrangement, Mr. Birch and 
Mr. Davidson were, by a subse- 
quent proclamation (dated 22nd 
Oct.), appointed Commissioners “to 
administer the Government of Perak 
in the name of the Sultan, and under 
His Excellency’s (the Governor's) in- 
structions.” At the same time that Sir 
William Jervois made these arrange- 
ments, we are told, he “succeeded in 
obtaining a large increase in the rental 
of the Revenue farms at the mouth of 
the Perak river. These have hitherto 
yielded only $26,000 per annum; but 
‘on a revision of the contract, which 
though not yet signed has been agreed 
to, the revenue has been raised to 
$84,000 per annum, an advance of 
$58,000, or nearly $5,000 per month.” 
Now, we need only assume the 
consent of the Sultan to his extinction 
was not altogether voluntary, to have 
a pretty clear idea of the origin of the 
present trouble. Wo cannot found 
much on the increase of land revenue, 
in the absence of any knowledge who 
are the people taxed, and the nature of 
the impost; though it is likely they 
are hardly pleased with the change. But 
we can very well surmise that the half. 
savage and lawless Malay inhabitants 
of the Perak territory altogether dislike 
the imposition of a strong Government, 
which will restrain their piratical and 
free-booting propensities ; and haverisen 
in arms against it, with the sympathy, 
if not the open countenance of their 
late Ruler. Savage-like, they have 
vented their rage on the representative 
of the new order of things, in the 
person of Mr. Birch, whom they have 
murdered. And it is evidently in an 
attempt to punish the murderers, that 
the' few British troops available on the 
spot have been repulsed. They no 
doubt under-estimated the force of 
their adversaries, who are reported to 
number several thousands, and have 
been repulsed in an attack on a 
stockade where these were intrenched. 
‘The check is of course only a temporary 
one ; reinforcements have by this time 
arrived from Hongkong and Singa- 
pore, and troops can be poured in from 



























Caleutta, if more aro needed. The 
result will very likely be the formal 
annexation of Perak; but the enforce- 
ment of law and order among its 
inhabitants will be a question of time, 
and will probably tax the perseverance 
and ability of the Straits Government. 
‘That the measures which have led to 
the embroglio were necessary, there can 
be little doubt. But neither is the 
dislike shown by the Malay pirates to 
have the bridle put in their mouth, 
altogether surprising. 





THE RAILWAY JUBILEE AT DARLINGTON, 


Tue good people of Darlington havo 
been with good cause holding high 
festival over the first Railway Jubilee, 
In September last, just fifty years had 
elapsed since the opening of the first 
railway from Stockton to Darlington, 
and within that period a complete 
revolution had been made in the social 
staius of the entire civilised world, 
Visitors to Darlington gazed on the 
pioneer engine, “ Locomotive No. 1,” as 
they might do on the remains of somo 
strango pre-human monster ; so little in 
common had the first rade attempts in 
employing steam as a locomotive agent, 
with the ponderous yet withal highly 
finished leviathan of to-day. The be- 
ginnings of Railway enterprise, as 
became tho first strivings after so 
mighty an engine of civilisation, were 
modest in the extreme, yet they were, 
so far as they went, fovnded on 
experience, The Stockton and Dar. 
ington Railway was not heralded by 
a flourish of trumpets as the pioneer 
of anew era. On the contrary, it was 
projected by business men as a business 
investment, and, from tho first, tho 
qnestion of ways and means was rigidly 
kept in the foreground. The estimated 
receipts from the line were £16,000 
per annum, none of which, it is worthy 
of note, were calculated as obtainable 
from passenger traffic; the actual in- 
come in the second year of the working 
of the line was £18,000. Five years 
Inter, the income derived from the 
carriage of coal alone was nearly 
£56,000, which in thirty yeare had 
increased to no less than a Million 
sterling. While such was the result 
to the project in hand, the effects on 
the world at large have been on a atill 
more gigantic scale. So knit together 
have civilisation and railways become, 
that it is difficult for the present 
generation to dissever the two. The 
railway engine is, in tho latter half 
of the century, the acknowledged pre- 
cursor of civilisation. To railways 
have the United States of America and 
the British Colonies owed the wonderful 
advances they have made within the 
last thirty years ; aud even the ancient 
and almost threadbare civilisation of 
India becomes galvanised by their 
contact, into new life, The first in. 
ventor and introducer of Railways, 
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England still worthily maintains the 
Jead in their construction and manage- 
ment, Individual works of engineering 
abroad exceed any that can be shown 
on English soil, but the general excel- 
lence: of construction and ability in 
management are still unsurpassed. 
England has in effect supplied the great 
models for Railway work all over the 
world. The principles of the art have 
there been worked out, and other 
nations have followed in the wake, 
occasionally copying, with its excel- 
lencies, many of the defects of the 
British system. ‘The extension of 
railways in England especially is one 
of the most remarkable occurrences of 
the age. For every five square miles 
of country there is one mile of railway, 
ard each inhabitant, on an average, 
makes nineteen journeys per annum, 
and expends no less a sum in fares 
than'15s. 8d. This, however, is not 
the’‘most curions feature in the case. 
Some.-60% of the gross receipts are 
derived from third-class passengers, 
who contribute, on an average, the 
small sum of 73d. per journey. The 
total receipts from passengers in 1874 
amounted to nearly Highteen Millions 
storling; and to this has to be added 
a farther sum of Twenty-seven Millions 
from, goods traffic, making the enormous 
total of 44 Millions sterling per annum. 
Ib was therefore with no unfounded 
desire of self-landation that the repre- 
sentatives of tho Railway interest 
aired’ themselves the other day at 
Darlington; nor was it out of place 
that Mr. Henry Pease, as the repre- 
sentative of the family of Quakers to 
whose energy the country is indebted 
for the first introduction of Railway 
Jocomotion, should, from the footboard 
of the first locomotive engine ever 
used for practical purposes, have 
declared the Exhibition of its huge 
successors open. All that foresight 
could provide ‘for had been considered 
in the: construction of the first railway 
in the world, and the idea had proved 
‘a magnificent success. Had the Stock- 
ton-and Darlington line been projected 
by less able men than it was, it might 
hive proved a financial failure; and 
the general introduction of steam loco- 
motion, and the consequent development 
of trade all over the world, been re- 
tarded: for a (generation. As it was, 
the modest yet accurate estimates put 
forward by its promoters really proved 
the mainspring of its snecess. Ex- 
aggerated ideas of the immediate profits 
to,be derived from Railway enterprise 
in China have certainly done something 
to hinder the movement for their intro- 
duction. We may safely assume that 
the project of a gift railway to the 
town of Darlington would never, in the 
year of grace 1825, have entered the 
mind of a Pease; yet, perhaps more 
than anything else, this absurd idea, by 
exciting the fears of the Chinese 
Government as to the enormous profits 
to be made out of the country by per- 
mission to make railways, has stood in 
the way of their introduction, 





‘TURKEY. 
Pracep as we are at the furthest 
extremity of Asia, there is some dif. 
ficulty in comprehending the position 
of affairs in Turkey. That, notwith- 
standing all which bas been said, they 
are not satisfactory, is clear; but it is 
extremely difficult to devise a remedy. 
One thing however seems certain, and 
that is, that the Ottoman Empire is 
tottering to its fall; and that however 
effected, by internal revolt or external 
attack, the rule of the Turk in Europe 
will soon be at an end. To those who 
remember the promises made after the 
Crimean war, and the prospect there 
then seemed of Turkey having entered 
on the path of progress, the result is a 
melancholy one at best. The Porte 
found no difficulty in providing itself 
with funds; the money markets of 
Europe were open to it, and on the 
firm promise of a reform in its ad- 
ministration, it was enabled to draw on 
them without stint. Unluckily, the 
course of years proved that nothing 
was further from its intention than to 
apply those Iarge sums towards any 
reproductive measures, No change was 
made in the financial arrangements of 
the Empire, uo reform took place in 
taxation or administration. The Court 
was able to live in luxury; and a 
large army was kept up. In the 
internal management of the Empire, 
affairs went from bad to worse. The 
Christian populations would not brook 
the overbearing conduct of their 
Turkish masters, and the neighbouring 
Ecropean Powers gave the latter 
very clearly to understand that any 
| attempts to regain their authority by 
violence would meet with resistance ; 
80 that one province after another fell 
off, or acknowledged its suzerainty to 
only the most infinitesimal degree. ‘The 
new insurrection in the Herzogovina is 
only another instance in point, Donbt- 
less, were the Turks left to do as they 
desired, they would encceed in putting 
it down; but Moslem fanaticism, when 
turned against Christians, is apt to 
degenerate into cruelty ; and the great 
Christian Powers of Europe are not 
prepared to see enacted, on European 
soil, the massacres of Crete. To curb 
the repression of an insurrection, by 
foreing on the aggrieved State the 
observance of all tht usages of ordinary 
war, is evidently to strengthen the 
hands of the insurgents, and so it is 
not to be wondered at that the in- 
surrection gains way: The inbabit- 
ants of the Herzogovina have more 
than a mere romantic dislike to a 
Foreign Government, to arouse them to 
throw off the yoke of the hated Moslem. 
Centuries of oppression and misgovern- 
ment have to be avenged; and this, 
though latterly a good deal of personal 
liberty has been enjoyed by the 
Christian communities under the Porte, 
is sufficient to account for the deter- 
mination with which this rising is 
carried on. 

Beyond this, the mal-administra- 
tion “of the entire Government is 

















such as seems, to an ordinay 
European, almost beyond belief. In 
China we are accustomed to a venal 
and corrupt ruling class, and know how 
much the country has suffered through 
its misconduct. In one respect, the 
Government of China has an advantage 
over that of Turkey,—the ruling 
classes are one in origin and race 
with the the people; and this, not. 
withstanding the divergence of ine 
terests, serves to a considerable extent 
to hold together a very rotten struc. 
ture. In the greater portion of Tur- 
key, the ruling classes are selected 
from a small minority, and bave little 
or no feeling in common with those 
they are called on to rule. ‘They are 
appointed in the most haphazard 
manner, are constantly shifted from 
one part to another; and, as in China, 
soon learn the lesson that, if they fail 
to feather their nests dcring their 
term of office, no further promotion 
awaits them. No superior controlling 
system exists in Turkey, any more than 
in China. The acts of an officer aro 
nob narrowly scrutinised, so long as he 
continues to preserve decent order in 
his district. In consequence, peculation 
and extortion are as rampant as in 
China; and the fine promises of the 
Porte are of as little avail as the very 
similar engagements of the Tsung-li 
Yamén—voe et preterea nihil. Ib is 
scarcely surprising that, under such a 
system, the country should be rapidly 
isintegrating ; that trade is at a stand. 
still, and the people are becoming poorer 
every day. At the best of times, the 
Turk is but a poor administrator, and 
every country where be has put his 
foot, from the borders of China to the 
Adriatic, bears evidence of this, in ita 
decay. Borne onwards by the fierce 
impulse of war, be for a time succeeds 
in forming a strong Government, only to 
drop into inevitable decay, when he be- 
gins to dally with the pleasures of civiliz- 
ed existence. The ruin of the ancient 
civilisations of Central Asia—of Bactria, 
Afghanistan, and in late times 
‘is to be attributed to his 
benumbing sway, which bas nearly 
everywhere turned into a desert the 
fertile soil formerly capable of support 
ing large and civilised communities, 
It is therefore not to be wondered at 
that Turkey meets with but little 
sympathy from the great Powers of 
Europe. Owing to the present pro. 
stration of France, her counsels are of 
but little avail in the settlement of 
European complications ; so that Great 
Britain may be said to be left single- 
handed in her support of Turkey. Yet 
even Great Britain cannot grant any 
unlimited support to a Power which 
has wantonly broken its engage- 
ments, and which remains as a 
pillar of barbarism to check any 
hope of progress in the East. 
England has honestly done her best to 
strengthen the power of the Porte; 
but it becomes a question, after the 
result, whether such a course is wise. 
For our own part, we are disposed to 
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think that the principle of external 
support to a tottering Power is in 
itself inadvisable; and we are not 
altogether pleased to seo our present 
Foreign Minister resorting to such a 
a policy in China, If the Government 
of a country is too weak to maintain 
itself, in the majority of cases the sooner 
it yields to circumstances the better. 
Certainly, neither China or Turkey 
have profited by the well-meant efforts 
at support from without. 





‘THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL v. SEWJEE. 


In was perhaps as well the case 
“Municipal Council v. Sewjee” should 
be tried, in order to revive in the minds 
of Ratepayers somo recollection of the 
revised Land Regnlations, which were 
presented to tho Ratepayers’ meeting 
in May last, and then quietly forgotten. 
If the present caso lead to the subject 
being taken up again at the approach- 
ing annual meeting, it will have done 
some good; but except from this point 
of view, the only feeling can be oue of 
regret that it should have been forced 
before tho Court. One certainly does 
hear occasionally of curious clauses in 
Toases, in various parts of the world ; 
but it could only be in China that a 
landlord could conceive the idea of 
prohibiting a tenant from paying taxes. 
The case itself lies in a nutshell. Mr. 
Sewjee, the occupant of the Horse 
Bazaar, lets for hire carringes which 
ply throngh the streets of the Settle. 
ment, ‘The 84th _bye-law of the Land 
Regulations provides that “no person 
hall  » « ply, let, or use for hire, 
y oat, horse, or public vehicle, 
within Municipal limits, without a 
license first obtained from the Council.” 
And Mr. Sewjee is perfectly willing to 
pay the tax claimed; but Mr. Hogg, 
ag Jandlord, forbids the transaction, 
on the ground that Sowjee lives fifty 
yards outside the limits, and that he 
has a clause in his lease forbidding him 
to pay taxes without the consent of his 
landlord. Mr. Hogg’s explanation of 
his motive in trying to obstruct col 
lection of the revenue, of course is that 
payment of taxes will affect bis tenant's 
capability to pay rent, But the plea 
that subjection to a payment of $7.50 
for a license would really depreciate 
the value of the Horse Bazaar, is very 
exaggerated; and there can be no 
question of stopping at the outset 
@ claim which might be pushed to a 
more formidable extent, because no one 
asserts that people living outside the 
limits can be legally compelled to pay 
house-tax or lighting rate, however 
strong may be their moral liability. 
The Municipal Constitution is not a 
very solid structure; a great deal of 
good will has gone to its formation, and 
contributes yearly to its support; and 
it is regrettable that a member of the 
Foreign community should be found 
asking a Chinese magistrate to forbid 
his countryman to pay a tax which he 
is perfectly willing to contribute. 

We are more concerned with this 











view of the case than with its legal 
bearings; and we confess to some 
surprise that the Court allowed Mr. 
‘Hogg’s intervention. The case was a 
very simple one between the Council 
and Mr, Sowjee, and concerned them 
alone. The Council claimed a tax 
which the latter resisted—undercompul- 
sion, which he could have explained in 
mitigation of penalty—but still resisted. 
All the Court had to do was to decide 
whether the Council’s claim was just,and 
to decide, as it has decided, that the plain- 


tiff must pay that claim. It has very | Mi 


rightly refrained from inflicting a penalty 
which was not wilfully incurred; but 
with the anti-tax paying clause in Mr. 
Sewjee’s lease, or with any other re- 
markable phrases that document may 
contain, it had nothing else todo. If 
a wheelbarrow-man living at the West 
Gate plies for hire in the Settlement, 
he is made to take out a license; and a 
plea that the landlord of his but 
objected on principle to his paying the 
fee would, we imagine, avail him 
little. Mr, Sewjee is in precisely 
the same position as the wheelbarrow- 
man, So long as his traps ply for 
hire ontside the Settlement, they cannot, 
unfortunately, be touched; but the 
moment they come within the limits, the 
Council are perfectly justified in im- 
pounding them till the license fee is 
paid. 

But wo repeat that, however much 
wo may regret to see difficalties thrown 
in the way of collecting Municipal 
revenue, the case will have done some 
good if it recall attention to the Land 
Regulations. ‘The absence of power to 
tax outside residents is becoming yearly 
more inconvenient, and their exemption 
more unjust, The Bubbling Well road 
is rapidly becoming a street, in the 
sense in which that word is used to dis- 
tingaish town from country, an ine 
habited from an uninbabited road. 
With the exception of Police watch at 
night, the residents there have every 
other advautage which residents in the 
Settlement enjoy ; and we are persuaded 
that three-fourths of them would admit 
their liability, and pay—as willingly as 
it is in human nature a man should 
pay taxes—their fair contribution to 
the Municipal exchequer. It certainly 
would not lie in the mouth of land- 
owners to object to contribute their 
share towards an expenditure which 
alone gives worth to their land, and 
without which it would fall back to its 
normal agricultural value.

the church of the American Board, known 
as Ken-chio Tong, that was destroyed. 
‘The walls remain standing ; and it is sup- 
posed that the loss to the Mission will be 
buta little over $1,000. Early on the 
morning of the 6th’ instant, a fire broke 
out in that part of the southern suburbs 
known as Waichow, and destroyed several 
buildings. This fire originated from the 
firecrackers used at a wedding ceremony, 
some of the burning paper having been 
blown into a house where a large quantity 
of dried grass was stored, which immedi- 
ately took fire. About daylight on the 
morning of the 7th instant, the ‘Temple of 
the God of War, situated in front of the 
Min Magistrate's yamén, near the Yushan, 
ide of the city, was burned down. On the 
night of the 8th instant, about 10 o'clock, a 
large fire occurred in the neighbourhood of 
the Drum Towerin the city, which resulted 
in the destruction of about two hundred 
buildings, situated in the region lying 
between the Salt Commissioner's yamén and 
that of the Provincial Treasurer. Several 
wealthy cotton and grass-cloth shops were 
burned; also a large bank, silk thread 
stores, bakeries, &o. ‘This fire presented a 
very brilliant appearance for an hour or 
more as viewed from the foreign settle- 
ment.

‘The cattle sheds have been well supplied 
witl ‘oxen and sheep ; disease amongst 
oxen has been very much on the increase 
during the past month, Tam un 
very accurately the number of 
tacked, but from personalj obser:

have been more or less affected by disease 
before they were slaughtered fur the grease 
sstablishments. Lhave taken every precautior 
to prevent any of the beef of diseased auim: 
being brought into the Foreign market, 
Three native batchers have been prosecuted 
at.the Mixed Court for killing diseased oxer 
for the Foreign market ; one was fined $10.00 
& second was imprisoned for a week, and tl 
third was fined $5.00. I submitted’ portions 
of the diseased animal to the Medical Officer 
of Heslth, and obtaiued his certificate previous 
to prosecuting the butchers.

, a Chineso broier employed vy 
offered for sale to the defendant 
rhubarb, the property of the plaintiff, and 
tendered to him (defendant) « muster chest 
for inspection. Ou the following day, the 
defendant agreed with Aling and the plaintiff 
to purchase the 22 boxes of rhubarb, at 
‘ls. 32 per picul; and the whole of th 
rhubarb was sent into the defendant's 
godown on the same day, to be inspected 
and weighed. The weighing took place 
on the 1ith October iu the presence of the 
plaintiff and the defendant; and the servants 
of the latter subsequent!y turued the whole of 
it outof the cases in which it had been packed, 
inspected it aud put it into tin cases the pro-, 
perty of thedefendant. Upou such weighing, 
the weight of the whole, deducting tare, was 
found to be 44 piculs 90 catties; and on inepec- 
tion 57 lbs. of the rhubarb were found to be 
damaged, and were properly rejected. The. 
defendant further objected to 162 Ibs. as 
common and small, and at the request of the 
defendant Aling prevailed on tho plaintiff 
to take back this latter quantity. Upon 
being applied to for payment, the defendant's 
compradore told Aling and the plaintiff to 
come for the money nextday. The plaintiff 
accordingly applied for payment next day, 
but was then told for the first time that the 
defendant declined to receive the said 
rhubarb, and he (plaintiff) has since been 
unable to obtain payment for it. 

‘The defendant by his answer replied that 
‘on the 6th October he received from Aling a 
suster chest of rhubarb for inepection,, with 
‘the understanding that tl were “best 
Nee-mew-ho chop,” and with the remark that 
he might eend in 21 cases thereof at the price 
of Tis. 32. On the Sth of the same-month, 
Aling came to the office with a Chinese whom 
he called Nee-mew-ho. Defendant then de- 
clared himeelf ready to take the 22cases at the 
price stated, in the event of the on 
inspection to be shortly made, turning out to 
hhis satisfaction, The 21. chests were sent in

By Captain Davipsox—We saw the Chelsea 
rocks at 8 am.

I examined 
the lifeboats ‘myself in Shanghai, about a 
week before. I attribute the capsizing of th 
quarter boats, not from overcrowding, but fro 
the suction of the ship going down.’ I never 
sv a thing ofthe fourth engineer. He was 
on watch, ‘The crew behaved very badly— 
jot into the boats to eave themselves, and 
jeserted the ship. They would not return 
when ordered todo so. ‘The firemen behaved 
well, getting their boat out, and taking the 
officers off. ‘The boatewain only remained 
on board, The officers, as far as I know, 
worked well. Iouly saw the second office 
T did not sound after striking.

‘The ship was sinking very fast, 
and the water was as far aft as the foremast 
when I met the Captain abaft the main hatch- 
way. He told me to get the boats ready, 
and I told him that the sailors had deserted 
the ship. I went to the saloon companion 
and got an axe. ‘The chief officer got one at 
the same time, We cut the two after-lashin 
of the port lifeboat. We had no men to lift 
the boat out of the chocks. ‘The Captain was 
there, but he went over to the starboard side 
of the deck.

Capt. AxpzRson—The boats wero in 
good order and well supplied with oars, sails 
and water.

By the Covst—The' ship struck on the 9th 
November in the forenoon, about 9-10 a.m. I 
canuot say exactly. ‘The draft was 13 feet 
forward and 13 feet 4 aft. I cannot say if 
there was any iron in the cargo, I was threo 
mouths in the Glengyle, and’ have been 12 
months in the Company's service, ‘The ship 
has not been swung to adjust the compasses 
during the time I was in her. 1 have never

Haway Barrex, sworn, stated—I was third 
officer of the steamer G@lengyle, I hold a 
certiticate which I produce, On the morning 
of the 9th Nov., it was my watch, com 
mencing at 8 a.m. The Captain told me to go 
down and get my breakfast soon after 8 
o'clock. Iwas away about 20 minutes or 
hhalfan hour. I returned to the bridge ; I saw 
discoloured water on the starboard bow, and 
Vefore 1 had time to speak.the vessel struck. 
‘The Captain was standing near the cémpass, 
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‘and [was close alongside of him, As far as 
Lean tell, she struck fairly stem on. I went 
‘off the bridge to call the carpenter to sound 
the well. found him. He sounded, and told 
me there were 10 feet water in the hold, I went 
and informed the Captain. He then gave orders 
to lower the sails down. I went forward to 
let go the fore-top-sail halyards, but the 
‘water coming in over the bows very fast, I 
thought it was time to go aft to try and save 
life, I tried to get the men to get the port 
lifeboat clear, but they would not obey.

Ench master is cautioned to 
run no risk, but to take every care in'the 
navigation of his vessel and not to run for the 
sake of making time, or quick passages.
